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Lending agenci; accumulates forfeits

WASHINGTON - The federal Rov- 
emmenl's farm lending agency has rapidly 
increased Us Inventory of foreclosed or 
forfeited farmland in the past six years 
and may take on even more in the coming 
months, , according to government 
■estimates. 

The list of more than •1,000 farm projKr- 
tles — comprising an area larger than the 
state of Rhode Island — has made the 
Farmers Home Administration one of the 
nation’s largest farm landlords and is 
costing hundreds of millions of dollars in 
losses, congressional investigators say. 

And to make matters wor.se, the agency 
is leasing much of Uic land it holds-lo 
farmers who then use it to grow crops 
already In surplus and which the gov- 
ernment Is paying other farmers not to 
grow, according to a new report. 

In ID?J. before, the current downturn in 
farm economic fortunes began, the FmllA 
held 2S8 properties. By Marcli 31, tliat 
number Itad Incrcasco H-foId to -hOTS 
farms comprising 1.2 million acres valued

"FmHA'S ownership of farm property 
tics up a significant amount of government 
funds and results in Increased government 
management expenses,” the General Ac* 
counting Office, Congress' Investigative 
arm, said in its report, ”!t also enhances a 
public perception that many farmers arc 
Idslng their land and homes to the gov- 
ernment,” 


Failing farmland: 


' Actually, the FmHA has seldom 
foreclosed in recent years. In the 1D83 
fiscal year. Uie agency foreclosed on 350 
farms. Tlie next year, that figure dropped 
to 89 and for Uic first half of fiscal 1980 
foreclosures stood at 3^ (arms. 

About half of the properties ended up In 
the agency's Inventory because farmers 
voluntarily signed Uiem over after realiz- 
ing they were unable to pay their debts. 
Another 40 percent came from liquidations 
forced by other lenders. 

But that could change dramatically. 
Within the next couple of years, the agen- 
cy could be in the process of kicking thou- 
sands of farmers off their land and adding 
substantially to Us farmland inventory. By 
Us own estimate, the agency could hold 
more than 20.000 farm properties by the 
end of next year. 

Often called Uie government’s farm 
lender of last resort because It serves bor- 
rowers who can’t get money elsewhere, 
FtnllA began earlier in the year to crack 
down on $C,4 billion in delinquent accounts. 
Letters informing borrowers of Uicir plight 
went to fw.ooo of the agency’s 270,000 bor- 
rowers, 

' About' 23,000 'of those gofreally'Tougli " 
letters, telling them to contact FmHA of- 
fices or suffer the consequences. By and 
large, those were people who have been 
delinquent in (heir loan payments for three 
years or more, 

The FiniiA says that between 8,000 and 
9,000 of those heavily burdened farmers did 
not tMilicr to respond to (he agency 
notices.

Idaho GOP convention 
closes harmoniously

POCATELLO — Early this year, Idalio 
Republicans appeared headed toward bil- 
ler primary election battles Uiat could 
leave the parly badly divided and easy 
prey for the Democrats. 

But thanks to a straw vole in April, 
which rallied support behind the strongest 
candida(c,s, Republicans womid up their 
state convention in Pocatello appearing 
well-unified and ready to take on the Dem- 
ocrats in the fall elections. 

Idaho Falls broadcaster Mel Richardson 
emerged as the clear favorite in the GOP 
slrawpoll in April for the party’s nomina- 
tion to run against 2nd District Con- 
gressman Richard Stallings. 

The Richardson campaign took off after 
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that, and he swept to a resounding victory 
in the May 27 primary election over four 
opponents. 

But participants in the straw poll 
weren’t all-seeing. C.L. "Bulch” Otter won 
the primary nomination for lieutenant 
governor, dc.splte the fact his opponent. 
Chuck Lempesis, was favored in Uie straw 
poll. 

Republicans apparently have been mak- 
ing "forgive and forget” moves since then.

Bombs hit Durban; 
police official killed

JOHANNIilSBURG, South Africa - 
Three bomb explosions rocked Dur- 
ban within hours of each other, one 
.starling an oil refinery blaze early 
Sunday and polluting an exclusive 
Indian Ocean yacht club and sur- 
rountiingsea. 

In the nominally independent 
tribal hnmcUmd of Bophuthalswana, 
assassins shot dead a police com- 
mander whose men fired on anti- 
government demonstrators last 
March 20, killing 11 people, police 
said. 

Rophulhal.swana police Brigadier 
Andrew Molopc collapsed In a burst 
of bullets fired from a Soviet-made 
AK-17 assault rifles as he left a’ 
friend's house Saturday night, said 
wilnes.scs, who .spoke .on., condition 
lliey were not identified. 

No casualties were reported In the 
Durban explosions — one outside a 
downtown movie house, one at a 
chemical plant south of the city, and 
one at Uie nearby Durban., oil 
refinery, starting a blaze which rag- 
ed for two hours near giant fuel 
.storage depots surrounding the 
complex. 

Tile blasts came a week otter a car 
Iximb outside a'^holclson Durban’s 
.Marine Parade beachfront boulevard 
killed three women, two whites and 
an Indian, and wounded G9 people. 

Firemen and conservation workers 
battled ihrougli the day spraying 
anti-pollution foam onto more than a 
half-mile slick of crude oil seeping 
from the bUistt'd pipeline Into Uic 
sen and the Bluff IMII Yacht Gub. 
Extra supplies of detergent were 
; flown to the [xirt from Johan- 
: iKcsbui'g, 375 miles away. 

; No group claimed responsibility. 
Hut the Ixmibings were In line wlUi 
previous attacks by the outlawed 
African National Congress, the main 
guerrilla group fighting to oust the' 
while-led government. 

Telexes sent Sunday to the black 
guerrilla group's exile headquarters 
in Lusaka. Zambia. went 
unanswered. Last week, ANC Presi- 
dent Oliver Tainbo said during a 
visit in Pari.s llial liis guerrillas may 
have planted Uic ear bomb, but he 
was luil sure. 

Coniinunicalions are often sketchy 
between Lusaka and guerrilla groups 
operating elandestinely within South 
Africa. The guerrillas usually live 
and hide their weapons in one of the 
vast black tnwn.sliips ringing the 
inajorcities. 

Tlie stale Bureau of Information ' 
described the blasts as minor. The 
bureau is tlie only source of official 
news since the government declared 
a nationwide state of emergency 
June 12. giving |wlicc and troops 
wide [Huvers and imposing unprece- 
denlc-d curbs on the press. 

The regulations forbid reporting 
ixjhce or troop activity without of- 
ficial jKjrmission. 


Hart: No favors expected, none to be given

hls successful bid for the district 
judgeship in Minidoka County reads 
like a who's who of Magic Valley law 
firms. 

Although there is potential for 
conflicts, court officials say Judges 
may accept Z-ampaign contributions 
from lawyers. But Hart says the 
lawyers gave the money without ex- 
pecting favors from him — and there 
will be none. 

The list of 27 .contributors to 
Hart’s campaign was part of the 
pre-primary financial disclosure 
report through May 11 only that was 
released recently by the Secretary 
of Stale. Final financial disclosures 
areducJune27. 


Tlie pre-primary' report showed 
that Hart's campai^ received 
SC, 480 between Jan. I and May 11. 
The amount is 10 times more than 
that received by the man he 
challenged and beat. Incumbent 
Judge Ronald Bruce. 

Hart soundly defeated Bruce in 
the May 27 primary. The campaign 
hud been hard fou^t, with Hart ac- 
cusing Bruce of taking too much 
time to make decisions and Bruce 
agreeing he had a small number of 
delays butdenying other allegations. 

Hart’s financial report showed 
that a majority of the campaign 
contributors were lawyers. 

The largest contributor was the 
Twin Falls law firm of Hepworth, 
Nungester, Felton and Lezamlz, 


which provided $1,000. 

Tliose law firms which contributed 
$500 each include Webb, Burton. 
Carlson and Pedersen of Twin Falls; 
'Goodman~5Tia~Puff~of~R upcrt; a>id ~ 
Parsons, Smith, Stone and Fletcher 
of Burley. Allomey Lloyd Webb 
acted as Hart’s political treasurer. 

A $300 contribution was provided 
to Hart's campaign by LeRoy Craig 
of Jerome, an insurance agent and 
College of ^uthem Idaho trustee. 

Contributions of $250 each were 
kicked In by the Twin Falls law firm 
of Benoit, Alexander and Sinclair; 
Boise attorney James Lynch; and 
the Kelchum law firm of Hogue, 
Speck and Aancstad, The Hailey 
firm of Roark. Donovan and Prag- 
gostis contributed $200.

While the bulk of the campaign 
money came from lawyers, Webb 
said there were a number of small 
contributions from Hart’s friends in 
Jerome and others outside of the 
legal profession , amounting to be- 
tween $1,000 and $1,500.

Saturday, delegates voted 178-130 
In favor of local option. Sen. Darrell 
McRoberts. R-Twin Falls, cautioned 
delegates first, noting that they • 
would be Influencing what would 
happen In the next Legislature. 

TTiat vole was a defeat for House 
Speaker Tom Stivers, R-Twln Falls. 
Slivers Is retiring from the 
Legislature after the current term. 

In a debate that was almost a 
rerun of battles that occurred on the 
House floor In recent sessions, 
moderates such as Rep. Dean 
Haagcn.<5on, R-Cocur d’Alene, urged 
the delegates to approve local -op- 
tion, and conservatives such os 
Stivers argued against It. 

Haagenson noted tliat the 
Legislature uses a sort of double 
standard when it comes to local con- 
trol. \^en receiving money from the 
federal government, lawmakers 
complain about federal controls and 
a lack of fitsedom. But when the 
discussion Is. about state funds going 
to local units of government, or local 
taxing authority, the Legislature 
has b«n very reluctant to grant 
local control, Haagenson said. 

"The question is not what taxes 
should be in Bear Lake County or 
Cocur d’Alene." said Rep. Robert 
Fry, R-HorseshocBend. "Theques- 
tion Is who should be making that 
decision. The government closest to 
the people should make that deci- 
sion." 

Stivers said if taxes wore to be 
raised, it should be onauniform 
basis statewide. Otherwise, he said, 
there would be "checkerboarding, " 
with one county or community rais- 
ing taxes and an adjoining area with 


lower Ukcs. 

Hepredlcted that wouldcnuse 
much business disruption, because 
companies would want to move to 
areas with lower taxes. 

CTearwater County delegate Don 
Strlckfaden argued that dtles and 
counties already have authority to 
make local funding decisions through 
tax overrides and bond elections, a 
sentiment supported by Richard 
Bauer, American Falls, state party 
treasurer and a Senate candidate. 

Sen. Lee Staker, R-Idaho Falls, 
said local option authority would 
give growth areas a chance to levy 
higher taxes as necessary, and take 
some of the burderroff the property 
tax. 

As originally written, the resolu- 
tion called for local option taxing 
authority, but only for economic 
development and the creation of new 
jobs. At the suggestion of Sen. Herb 
Carlson, R-Eaglc, the resolution was 
amended to remove the restriction. 

AnoUier signal of some changes in 
the Republican camp came In the 
form of a speech by Idaho 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Jerry Evans. Evans told delegates 
that although Idaho cannot "spend 
its way lo prosperity, we cannot cut, 
cuj, cut our way there, either." 

He said the Legislature has been 
for too long carrying on a “chicken 
and egg" debate about whether 
educational quality or higher ap- 
propriations should come first.

The disclosure report also showed 
' that the Hart campaign spent $4,427 
between Jan. 1 to May 11 on .xuch 
items as media advertising, typing, 
signs, mailings and other materials. 
Tlic most money. $939. was spent on 
advertisements InTheTimcs-Ncws. 

Bruw's report for the same period 
of time sliowed total contributions of 
$564. of whlcti Bruce contributed 
$i«9. There also was $75 In two con- 
tributions of $50 or less. 

Under the law. the names of Ufosc 
who contribute $50 or less need nol 
be disclosed. 

Bruce's campaign report shows he 
sjient $489 with a New York company 
for posters. 

Tlie final report on total campaign 
flnance.s will be released later this 
summer. 

This was the first year In which 
district judges had to disclose their 
campaign finances, said Idaho Chief 
Justice Charles Donaldson, Can- 
didates for the Idaho Suf^mc Court 
and Court of Appeals for years have 
had to report Uiclr campaign fi- 
nances. 

From his experiences. Donaldson 
said, his campaign committee files 
the disclosure reports so he will nol 
know who contributed to his cam- 
paign to avoid any conflict when he 
hears a cose involving a contributor. 

"If he (a judge) knows, It might 
raise a conflict of interest." 
Donaldson said. 

if he knew a lawyer who had con- 
tributed lo his campai^, he would 
Inform the other lawyer In the cose 
and ask If he wanted him disqualified 
from hearing the cose, Donaldson 
said. There Is no nUc, however, that 
says a judge must disqualify himself, 
he add^. 

If a judge is disqualified, then 
another judge would be assigned lo 
Uie cose. 

.^Hart said he had not seen the en- 
tire list of contributors and didn’t 
want lo, but rcaiisUcally he pro- 
bably will sooner or later. He said 
Uic contributions were handled by 
Webb, who filed the report lo the 
state. 

He didn't see any problems with 
the financial »ipport from the at- 
torneys. It was broad-based and

• If a case arose where he knew a 
iaywer had contributed, he would 
dl^osc the (act to the other lawyer, 
Hart said. 

He said he didn't think this would 
hinder his effectiveness, despite the 
(act that several of the contributors 
to his campaign were some of the 
largest firms in Magic Volley. 

Webb sold the attorney support 
for Hart came from lawyers who 
practice all classifications of law, 
Including Ux3se who rarely go lo 
court. Financial support also arrived

He chose not to run for the Idaho 
Supreme Court a few years ago 
because he estimated he would have 
needed $50,000 for a campaign and 
didn't want lo have lo take con- 
tributions from people. 

5lh Judicial Dislrlcal Trial Court 
Administrator, Judge Daniel 
Hurlbuil of Twin Falls, said, "We 
have lo presume the Legislature set 
up the regulations and procedure 
believing there were plenty of alter- 


natives for dealing with such situa- 
tions. I think you have to rely on the 
integrity of the Individual Judg6 to 
disqualify himself in any cose where 
he feels he might be inclined to show 
any preference to an attorney who 
was a campaign contributor. We 
have lo presume the Legislature 
understood what might develop in 
the way of campaign support when 
they set up the procedure for dec* 
tingjudges.” 

Huributt added that It Is logical 
Uiat attorneys would support a 
favorite candidate in o contested 
judicial election. But he said that If 
problems did appear to develop os a 
result, the administrative Judges 
would bo watching to make sure the 
situation was corrected.

Apartheid sanctions 
must be moderated 


The House of Representatives, with understan- 
dable emotion but Inappropriate Intemperance, has 
adopted sanctions against South Africa that demon- 
strate how doing too much can be Just as counter- 
productive as doing too little. 

The outrageous events of recent days in South 
Africa have invited this sort of response. 



As the House has gone too far, so President Reagan 
has failed again tO' do enough. Throughout the new 
emergency he has clung to his policy of ‘‘constructive 
engagement, ” and that is unfortunate. 


We remain convinced that selective sanctions are 
more likely to be effective than massive divestiture 
or the termination of American involvement as or- 
dained in the House legislation. 

Lost in the final House vote were the constructive 
proposals adopted earlier by the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee. Among them were a prohibition of 
new American investments and loans and a halt to 
imports of South African coal, steel and uranium 
Another appropriate proposal that the president 
could Implement immediately, without awaiting fur- 
ther congressional action, would be a ban on South 
African commercial flights to the United States. 

The extreme action of the House at least com- 
municates one important message to those opposing 
reform in South Africa: There are limits to the pa- 
tience of other -nations. Recalcitrance inevitably 
would produce total sanctions.

impending disasters or good fortunes will befall 


the nation In coming years. But. in trying to 
asse.ss what effect a Rehti(|Uist court will have, 
one .should do mtire than just count judicial 
noses. 

Judicial policy-making is a cornplexprpcess 
presenting many harriecs to those wishing to 
make conslitullonal and statutory inlcrprela- 
lions. .An analysis of those barriers suggests 
that, as chief justice. Helmqulst may have dif- 
fieully in achieving the goals that many conser- 
vatives have set for the .Supreme Court. 

Decision-making on the Supreme Court is a col- 
lective enterprise, and all Justices’ votes are 
equally weighted. Yet llie chief justice is clearly 
the first among equals. In a position to exercise 
extraordinary power over virtually all phases of 
thisdedsion-making. Substantial influence over 
the couifs ageiula is as.sured. Irccause applica- 
tions lor review are first examined by the cliicf 
ju.stice (or, more correctly, Ills law clerks). 

Those that Iu-cIkkiscs as worthy of review arc 
(lisciLsseci liy all the justices In conference, and 
all participate in difciding which ca.scs to accept. 
Theolher justices review all applications, and ^ 
may add cases to llie "discuss list.” but such ad- 
ditions are unusual. 

Itehnqulsfs views nn the court's limited role in

resolving political Issues suggest that his In- 
fluence may be much more substantial when it 
comes to denying cases for review rather than in 
deciding which 200 or so cases the court will take 
each year. 

After a case is accepted and oral arguments 
arc presented, it is discussed in conference. The 
chief ju-stlce sols the agenda, speaking first to 
summarize and outline Issues in the case, and 
voling last, If In the majority, he then assigns 
one justice to wrlle_the court’s opinion. These 
assignments are e.spedally critical in close 
cases, because tlic author must prepare an opi- 
nion that speaks for the majority of the court. In 
the effort to reach consensus, this often becomes 
a disadvantage for an Ideolcjglcally extreme 
justice. 

As an associate ju-slico. Rehnquist has been the 
most frequent dis.scnler among the court’s con- 
. servalive bloc. Tills rateof dissent. If it were to 
continue after he has been confirmed as chief 
justice, means that in many cases Relinquisl 
would lose control of the opinion assignment to 
the most-senior justice In the majority. 
Moreover, the need to call on moderate justices 
to retain a tnajorlly and to equally distribute llie 
court'sopihion-wriling workload means that 
Rehnquist could not write all of the opinions 


himself or assign them only to his conservative 
brethren. 

To be considered authoritative, a Supreme 
Court policy must have the support of five or 
more Justices, Tlio chief justice cannot command 
that associate ju.stlccs support or join an opinion, 
even If they voted in the majority, Concurring 


opinions may be written explaining voles, or 
'heirinl 


justices may even change theirmlnds and votes 
after seeing a draft of a majority opinion. On 
some occasions refusals to join a majority opi- 
nion result in opinions with Icss-Uian-majorlty 
support -• thc.se arc called pluralily opinions. In 
such cases no authoritative law has bwn set. 

Similarly, cases with majority and concurring 
opinions may introduce confusion In lower courts 
aiwut the underlying rationale of a decision, and 
at a minimum sliow a lack of consensus on the 
court regarding an Issue. 

U'hether Relinquisl will c.xerclse the powers of 
chief justice to forge a consi.stent, conservative 
consensus is unknown. By reputation, Rehnquist 
has tlie intellect and .social skills to actiieve tlie 
conServaliveconscnsus that has eluded Burger. 
But the task will not Ijc an easy one, because 
RehiHiiiisl has contriliuled to the recent spate of 
separaleopinion-wrlllng and iwcause he is an 
ideological outlier, even among conservatives on 
the court.

TWIN FALLS - When next they 
meet at that big bargaining table 
downtown, Twin Falls teachers wUl- 
be seeking pay raises for 52 teachers 
who are at the top of their scie, and 
Uie Twin Falls School District will 
be resisting. 

The Twin Falls Education Associa- 
tion. bargaining agent lor teasers, 
says the 52 desetre a raise because 
many have not received one in three 
years, and all have given long ser- 
vice to children and the district, 

But administrators argue that all 
but 12 teachers of the district’s 315 
are us far as Uiey can go on -the 
district’s pay scale. 

'The district's pay scale Is compos- 
ed of six horizontal and 20 vertlc^ 
steps. Horizontal steps represent 
continuing education, and a teacher 
who moves horizontally can make an 
additional SC75 a year. ’Ihe vertical 
steps represent experience up to 20 
years, and each vertical step means 
a teacher can make an additional 
$405 a year. 

Only 12 teachers fall In the final 
category and make $24,570 a year, 
which represents 20 years experi- 
ence and a master’s degree plus 30 
credits, or a bachelor's degree and 75 
credil-hours, 

The other 40 teachers are at a 
deadend vertically, but' they can 


Jump sideways If they go back to 
school and earn additional cr^lls, 
, Bays Superintendent Carl Snow. 

"If they haven’t moved, It’s their 
own fault," he said last week.' 


•According to the district's pay 
scale and a computer printout 
listing the number of teachers In 


each category, one teacher makes 
$19,170; seven make S19,B45; 17 make 
I $20,520; 14 make $23,220; and sbe 
teachers make $23,895. 

"We’re asking that all teachers in 
the district be given Increments, 
regardless of the pay spalc,’’ said 
Nick Nicholson, TFEA’s chief 
negotiator and a debate teacher at 
TFHS. “We think the voters approv- 
ed the override with that In mind.” 

Nicholson's contention is that by 
leaving those teachers out, "We’re 
not rewarding some of our most ex- 
perienced teachers." 

He also said that practically 
speaking. It may cost a teacher 
$2,000-3,000 to cam 15 additional 
credits, 

'“Who can afford that when all 
they’ll have is SC75 more a year?" he 
questioned. "For people close to 
retirement. It’s not in their best in- 
terest to pursue additional course 
work." .. 

' But Snow said last week that the 
only way to Include Uic 52 was to 
change the salary schedule, and tljat 
was not an item up for negotiations 
this year.

Hart and his campaign people were con- 
cerned what people would think alxjut Uic 
large support of lawyers for his campaign, 
he added. But In the long run It probably 
helped, ho said, as people probably paid 
more atlcnlion to their lawyers. 

In the campaign, Hart and other lawyers 
accused Bruce, who sits in Minidoka County, 
of taking loo long to decide cases and of 
costing clients money, Bruce admitted he 
probably had some delays, but he look lime 
for careful considerations. He said he had an 
excellent record with very few reversals on 
hi.s decisions by the Idaho Supreme Court or 
Court of Appeals, and that even in the 
hard-pressed campaign, never wiis his 
honesty or quality as a judge criticized, 

Bruce said he was disappointed In tlie 
election • outcome, but especially disap- 
pointed that his opponent and his sup|>orling 
attorneys saw fit to employ many Inac- 
curacies in their charge.s against him, Bruce 
had said from the campaign start that iie 
would not battle his case In the media or 


lake on the defensive campaign of four years 
ago. 

“Perhaps I should liave tjccn more vocal In 
answering the inaccuracies. Apparently the 
people did not. see through lliern,’’ Bruce 
said.

advertlsmcnt two days before the primary 
which rcpnxiuccd a copy of a letter he 
received Irom a law firm asking for money 
for Hart's campaign, Sclilender said he 
wanted to show llie public wlio was financing 
llart'scampalgn, 

According to -financial campaign 
disclosure reports from the Secretary of 
Stale’s Offlee, Hart’s campaign received 
$ti.4IK) iKitween .iari, 1 and May li - to times 
more money ilian Bruce - and a majority of 
conlrihutors to Hart’s campaign were 
lawyers or law firms from tlie Magic Valley, 

“I cmildn'l lake it any longer," .Schlender 
said alKiut placing the advertisement, 
although lie believed Bruce lia<l already lost 
Ihe race. 

"J lliouglil the public sliotild know" who 
was pjiying for the campaign for Hart, he 
added. “I {ion'l think Ihe public knew what 
was going on, where the money was coming 
from, I gue.ssil went over their heads." 

It is permissible for lawyers to contribute 
to judicial eaniiiaigns, and there was nolliing 
illegal or unethical aiwul the aellvlltes of 


the Hart campaigners, Schlender added. But 
what Ixithered him was what he perceived as 
a (inc-luncd campaign by a group of lawyers 
to oust Bruce, 

Tlie.se lawyers were apparently conducting 
a campaign as a group, instead of supporting ' 
Hart individually, he said, 

"I liave nothing against Bill Hart. Hart 
will make a fine judge," he said. But he saw 
no reason tor voting Bruce out of office. 

11 also Ixithered him that people will 
perceive an "apixiarance of impropriety" 
because of Itie lawyer supjwrt for Hart. He's 
already heard the joke, "the best judge 
money can buy." 

Rupert aliorncy Don Chisholm, who un- 
successfully challenged Bruce four years 
ago, called Schlender’s allegations 
ridiculous. Chisholm’s campaign also had 
cenlered around Bruce’s alleged delays in 
deeidingcases.. 

"Laywers don’t tend to run around 
together," Clilsholm said,"Therc's not a 
cocktail parly svslem at all, no secret

New hospital district board meets

GOODING — The newly appointed Gooding 
County Hospital District board of directors or- 
ganized themselves Friday and began facing 
Ihe difficulties of taking over the county 
hospital. 

At iLs first meeting as the official directors 
of the hospital district formed by county voters 
May 27, the board elected Elmer Schrafl of 
Wendell as chairman, Dale Butler of Gooding 
vice chairman and Mary Jean Simis of Gooding 
.sccrelary/trcasurer. 

The first order of business was fo set a public 
hearing for July 29 between G and 8 p.m. al 
Gooding County Memorial Hospital’s con- 
ference room. The pu^wso of the hearing Is to 
take public comment on the district's Intention 
to le\7 a Uiree mil tax against district proper- 
ty owners to help operate Uic hospital. Slate 
law allows hospital dislricls to levy up to Uirce 
mils and the levy has been projected to raise 
$150,000. 

Mecling In joint session with Uie existing 


GCMH board, the two groups agreed the 
$150,000 yearly tax coliecllon was not going to 
keep the financially troubled county facility 
open unlo.ss a new doctor can be attracted to 
the area to lncrca.se patient use of (hehospilal. 

After reviewing the hospilal’s current finan- 
new district chairman Schrafl 
said “if you remove the inventory from current 
assets, you are not going to bo able to meet 
current liabliilles." 

GCMH board chairman Doyle Pugmire 
agreed and said that May was a "crisis" month 
tor the hospital but the facility could not con- 
tinue to endure similar 20 percent patient load 
months. 

"How can we take over a facility that is so 
far in debt it is- almost doomed to failure before 
we start?" Darrell Savage of Hagerman asked. 
"It s almost up to the red flag of bankruptcy 
right now.” 

The two boards also agreed that resolving 
the hospital's debt situation, created in part by 
U’hat hospital officials term "uncollectable" 
patient fees and by low patient numbers using 
the facilltv, is Uie major Issue In the cliangc of 


the ho.spllal from coumy to ho.s[)ital district 
control, 

"Wc must start with a dean slate, not with 
something so far in the red it cannot be 
managed,” Savage said, adding "It will lake 
help from Ixilh the county and the district to 
dean this up." 

Hospital altorncy Fred Decker fold both 
tx)ards the debt was indeed the first question 
to l)C rc.solved and suggested both entities 
meet with representatives of the Walker ACT 
Center lo iK’gin negotiations witli fhem on the 
entire situation.

"Here it will be clear that a vaccine 
Is possible, and lhat thus a 
chemotherapy is possible."

Meyerhoeffer and Blakeley had 
entered the scaiiid day of the tour- 
nament behind Twin Falls’ Dave 
Driscoll. Meyerhoeffer had posted 
a four-over par 76. on what Rupert 
Country dull meniliers called "a 
two-club wind” day, meaning the 
wind was stmng cimugli to demand 
a six-iron if an eiglil would be 
enough on a still day.

MEXICO CITY (AP) - Diego 
Maradona. Argenlliia’s . brilliant 
..striker. Insisted Uial his team's 
World CTip quarterfinal game wiUi 
En^and was "soccer, nothing else.” 
As If to prove his point, Maradona 
scored-twlcc to lead Argeritina-pasL 
En^and 2-1 Sunday in the first ma- 
jor .sporting contest between Uic na- 
tions since the 1982 Falklands War. 

- Maradona.was right. .'Hiough there 
was a minor altercation In the 
-stands at Aztec Stadium, on Uie 
field Uiere was soccer noUilng 
else. And Maradona was at his 
masterful bc.sl. 

"I believe that he demonstrated 
that he is Uie best player In the 
world,” Argentine Coach Carlos 
Bllardo said after Maradona scored 
al 51 and 55 minutes. "I think he Is a 
true idol.” 

Argentina, which won the 1978 
World CMp. will play Belgium In Uie 
semifinals Wednesday .at Aztec 
Stadium. The surprising Belgians, 
only Uilrd In Group B during Uie first 
round, edged Spain 5-5 on penalty 
kicks at Puebla. 

It was Uic second big upset for 


Belgium, which beat (he Soviet 
Union 4-3 in extra lime In the second 
round. 

Jan Cculemans’ first-half goal was 
et]ualed by Juan Senor's shot with 
only five minutes left in regulation 
time. Afipr tho sc orplc.ss overtimes, 
Belgium hit all five of Its penally 
kicks. 

But goalie Jean-Marie Plaff slop- 
ped, Spain's second try, by Eloy 
Oyala, and that was the difference. 

It will be Belgium’s first ap 
pcarance ever in the semifinals. 

France takes on West Germany in 
the other semifinal on Wednesday. 
The French beat Brazil and the 
Germans downed host Mexico In 
penalty-kick shootouts on Saturday. 

The victory was Argentina’s Ilrsl 
over England In World Cup competi- 
tion. The English won In 1962 and 
1966. 

The triumph also prevented an 
all-European semifinal. No team 
from outside SouUi America has won 
the liUe when the tournament was 
held In Uie Western Hemisphere. 

A scuffle erupted In the sellout 
crowd of 114,580 after an English fan 


carrying a Union Jack walked Into a 
section of Uic stands behind the 
Argentine goal. Argentine fans 
grabbed the flag and ripped It apart. 

A few minutes later, more English 
fans challenged the Argentine fans 
in the sam e section, and flstfli^ts 
broke out. One (an was seen (ailing 
over two rows of seals after being 
struck. 

Britisj} spectators In Uic upper 
decks threw beer onto .the Argentine 
fans. 

Alter initially holding back, six 
Mexican riot police entered the 
area, separated the fans and ordered 
them to sit down. 

After Uie game, a group of English 
fans began throwing beer botUcs at 
the entrance of a Mexico City hotel. 
They also shouted anti-Argentine 
slogans. 

'I'wo policemen chased the En^lsh 
fans and held them at gun point (or 
several minutes. Police lx. Jesus 
Gonzalez said no one was arrested 
and Uic action was taken to 
discourage further Incidents. 

British diplomat Keith Bevin said 
he had been told by British sup- 


IKu'U'iH dial Uic liicidviil was .spark- 
ed bv a group of Argentine fans who 
ganged up on two English funs In a 
car. 

Througliout Argentina, there wore 
celebrations of Uic victory. Thou- 
sands of soccer fans jammed Uie 
'streets" III a Chniy^vTntci~Taln“tir 
Buenos Aires. An estimated 5,000 
people guUiered around the Plaza de 
la Rcpubllca In downtown Buenos 
Aires, where witnesses s;ild a Britlsli 
flog was burned. 

Though Mexico was cUminated by 
West Germany, fans throughout Uie 
country celebrated- their nation’s 
fine showing. In Monterrey, where 
the game was played, Uiousands 
took to the streets to praise Utelr 
players’ efforts. 

The same happened In Mexico Ci- 
ty, where victories by Mexico had 
prompted massive ccl^ratlons. This 
time, it was more subdued . 

"We put up a very good show. We 
played very good soccer, and we 
deserve to celebrate. Even If we 
lost, we lost with honor,” Pedro 
AcCTCdo Vaca, a 34-vcar-old 
carpenter, said.

Jazzercise provides for instructor standards

TWIN FALLS — Aerobics — as a market — Is growing 
leallhicrall thetime. 

Thc American Aerobics Association counts 21 million 
(emalc aerobics enthusiasts this year, as well as 1 
million men. Only five years ago there were less than a 
million female acroblcisers. * « 

With the boom has come a proliferation of aerobics in- 
structors, between 100,00 and 250,000 of them, according 
. to Industry estimates. But climbing incidences of un- 
necessary injuries, sustained by exercisers and their in- 
structors, prompt^ the American College of Obstetri- 
cians and Gynecologists to issue aerobics safety 
guidelines May f> at its annual convention. 

Doctors aren’t tlic only ones concerned about quality 
Instruction. 'Tliere's a move afoot by instructors to 
establish standard.s for the profession. The Interna- 
tiona! Dance-Exercise Association, the aerobic dance 
industry’s large.st trade association, addressed the de- 
mand for instructor certification at its third annual 
convention, held in Anaheim, Calif., May 31 and June 1. 
More than 1.200 instructors took a three-hour certifica- 
tion test administered by Uie Educational Testing Ser- 
vice, developers of the SA'F college entrance exams. 

. Jazzercise. Inc., the exercise corporation that extends 
worldwide, accounts for some ■100,000 of Uiosc 
acroblcisers, nearly 3.000 of them instructors. Jazzer- 
cise founder Judl Sheppard Mlsscll requires certifica- 
tion for her instructors, and it was this attitude of pro- 
fessionalism that drew Cindy Lane to become a fran- 
chised Jazzercise instructor. 

There's a stercotjpe in the aerobics industry — that 
of the energetic but untrained instructor whose 
strongest selling points are stamina, a nice smile and a 
body well-suited to a Lycra leotard — that all too often 
Isjustifii^. 

Lane — with a background in dance, aerobics and yo- 
ga, and four years of taking Jazzercise classes in 
Phoenix, Arlz. — says she could have easily offered her 
own aerobics classes, but she didn't feel qualified to 
teach. Instead, she opted to become a certified Jazzer- 
cise instructor because ’i wanted to rely on her 
(Mlssett's) expertise. It’s worth the extra money to 
belong to this kind of organization." 

Lane sot her sights on certification in Phoenix, where 
she had to audition for the Jazzercise area manager. 
After she moved to INvln Falls last October, she drove 
twice a week to Boise for training scssioiui to prepare 
for a Seattle workshop audition In January. 

The corporation sent licr six videotaped Jazzercise 
routines to learn, To qualify for the audition, she had to 
pass a physiology test and perform two of the routines,

Tills can 
cause problems. Jensen said, because “sugar and starch in snacks 
and other foods make bacteria produce acids that can dlsso vo 
tooth enamel, particularly in the cavity-prone spaces between the 

Jensen said chewing gum for to minutes substantially reduces 
acids between the teeth. Rinsing with walcr. he said, has no effect 
on the acid concentration. 


Grief tears pack more protein 


No point In feeling shamefaced over tears. It could tx: that cry- 
ing is good for us. In fact, tears shed In grief differ in chemical 
makeup from those shed while peeling onions, according to a study 
by researchers in Minnesota, _ , 

To study the matter. Dr. William II. Frey of the St. Paul- 
Ramsey Medical Center In St. Paul, Minn,, compared the chemical 
composition of tears shed by adults while watching an emotionally 
upselling movie with (cars produced by exposure to onion vapors. 
Interestingly, the tears stimulated by the movie turned out to 
have a 2-1 percent biglier protein content than those produced by 
onion vapors. Indicating that the emotional tears contained 
substances that the other tears did not. Frey thinks the protein 
composition of our tears depends on the stimulus that produced 
Uiem.

So millions of balding men — ahd thousands of 
Wall Street speculators • are anxiously 
awaiting word from the government on whether 
a.sgfe and effective treatment for baldness final- 
lyhasbocn found. 

The drug they are watching Is minoxidil, pro- 
duced by the Upjohn Co. Under the brand name 
Lonilcn, it has been used, for 20 years lo treat 
severe higli blood pressure because it opens small 
bloodvessels, ,: ; i 

But It had a' curious slde.cffect. About 80 per- 
cent of people taking minoxidil tablets grew hair 
— on the (orchead, temples or upper cheeks Ini- 
tially, later for some on the back, arms, legs or 
scalp. 

Because of the weird locations, Uie hair growth 
was considered an annoyance at the least, 
tolerated because the powerful, potentially dan- 
gerous drug was used only on patients who did 
not respond lo safer blood pressure drugs. 


But Upjohn scientists began lo wonder what 
would happen if a solution of minoxidil was nibb- 
ed on a bald scalp. Tlioy tried and found scalp 


Upjohn began full-scale clinical testing of 
Regaine, its brand name for Uie topical solution, 
in 1983. Last year, Uie Michigan company filed an 
application asking the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration to approve minoxidil as a treat- 
ment for male-pattern baldness. That applica- 
tion now is pending. But Uie course of the review 
process, usually a staid and analytical pro- 
cedure. has been a circus since word of Uie drug 
spread.

With the boom has come a proliferation of aerobics in- 
structors, between 100,00 and 250,000 of them, according 
to industry estimates. But climbing Incidences of un- 
necessary injuries, sustained by exercisers and their in- 
structors, prompted Uic American College of Obstetri- 
cians and Gynecologists to issue aerobics safety 
guidelines May 5 at iLs annual convention. 

Doctors aren't the only ones concerned about quality 
instruction. Tliero's a move afoot by instructors to 
establish standards for Uie profession. Tlio Interna- 
tional Dance-Exercise Association, the aerobic dance 
--industry’s, largest-tradc-assoclatlon,- addrcsscd-thc-de-— 
mand for instnjctor certification at its third annual 
convention, held In Anaheim, Calif., May 31 and June I. 
More Uian 1,200 Instructors took a three-hour ccrtiflca- 
, tion test administered by the Educational Testing Ser- 
vice, developers of the SAT college entrance exams, 

- Jazzcrcise. Inc., the exercise corporation that extends 
worldwide, accounts for some •100,000 of those 
aeroblciscrs. nearly 3,(KX) of them Instructors, Jazzer- 
cise founder Judl Sheppard Mlssctt requires certifica- 
tion for her instructors, and It was this attitude of pro- 
fessionalism that drew Cindy Lane to become a fran- 
chised Jazzerclse Instructor. 

There's a stercotyTK in the aerobics Industry — that 
of the energetic but untrained instructor whose 
strongest selling points are stamina, a nice smile and a 
body well-suited to a Lycra leotard — that all too often 
isjustlfied. 

Lane — with a background In dance, aerobics and yo- 
ga, and four years of taking Jazzercise classes in 
Phoenix, Ariz. — says she could have easily offered her 
own aerobics classes, but she didn't feel qualified to 
teach.

“'You can't always brush, floss or rinse with moutliwash after 
betwccn-mcal snacks," according to Mark E, Jensen of llie Uni- 
versity of Iowa's Dows Institute for Dental Research, mis can 
cause problems, Jensen said, because "sugar and starch In snacks 
and other foods make bacteria produce acids that can dissolve 
tooth enamel, particularly in the cavily-pronc spaces belween the 

Jensen said chewing gum for 10 minutes substantially reduces 
acids between the teeth.

To study the matter. Dr. William II. Frey of the St. I aul- 
Ramscy Medical Center In St. Paul, Minn., compared the chemical 
composition of tears shed by adults while watching an emotionally 
upsetting movie with tears produced by exposure to onion vapors, 
Inlcreslingiv, the tears stimulated by the movie turned out to 
have a 24 i^rcenl higlier protein content than those produced by 
onion vapors, indicating that the emotional tears contained 
substances that the other tears did not, Frey thinks the protein 
composition of our tears dcpcnd.s on the stimulus that produced 
Uiem.

Tlic drug Uiey arc watching Is minoxidil, pro- 
duced by the Upjohn Co. Under Uie brand name 
Lonilcn. it has been used for 20 years lo treat 
severe high blood pressure because it opens small 
bloodvessels, ,•; ,;//i 

But It had a curious side.offect. About. 00 per- 
cent oi people taking minoxidil tablets grew hair 
— on the forehead, temples or upper checks ini- 
tially, later for some on Uie back, arms, legs or 
scalp. 

B«ause of the weird locations, Uie hair growth 
was considered an annoyance at Uie least, 
tolerated because the powerful, potentially dan- 
gerous drug was used only on patients who did 
not respond to safer blood pressure drugs. 


But Upjohn scientists Ixigan lo wonder wtial 
would happen If a solution of minoxidil was rubb- 
ed on a bald scalp. They tried and found scalp

in 1983 Ust year, the Michigan company filed an 
application asking the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration to approve minoxidil as a treat- 
ment for male-pattern baldiicss.

But Uie course of Uie review 
process, usually a staid and analytical pro- 
cedure, has been a circus since word.of Uie drug 
spread. 

Based on early research, thousands of bald 
men besieged Uielr doctors for help, and physi- 
cians responded with prescriptions for Leniten 
and directions for a pharmacist to crush the 
small while pills lo powder and dissolve them in 
solution. 

That kind of booUeg medicine Is legal, Uiough 
boUi Uic FDA and the company say Ihey frown 
on Uic practice because of Uie potential risk of 
the untested procedure. 

And on Wail Street, speculators eyeing a 


potential market some estimate at 55 million 
Americans sent Upjohn stock soaring. It went 
from $33 a share In early 1985 to $174 a share on 
May 2, when it spilt 2-for-l, then to $103.75 on

The market’s concern about possible FDA ac- 
tion was dramatically demonstrated last week 
when the FDA released a letter to Upjohn accus- 
ing the company of issuing a misleading press 
release about the drug. 

,The FDA said Uie release overstated the effec- 
tiveness of minoxidil and understated Its risks. 
Upjohn stock dropped sliarply after the FDA’s • 
announcement, closing Friday at $92.50. 

Some financial analysts speculated that the 
FDA criticism could be held against the drug In a 
licensing decision.

Sleep deprivation 
can lift depression

NEW YORK - A bad night’s 
sleep is lurning out to be good 
Uierapy for some patients with 
depression, according to Dr. 
David Sack, a slim, quiet man 
who.se corner office at the Na- 
tional Institute' of Mental Health 
bespeaks the life of a busy scien- 
tist. 

In recent studies. Sack and his 
colleagues have found that a 
. night of Utile or no sleep can lift a 
depressed person's sad mood. 
Manipulating sleep, he adds, has 
anti-depressant effects on the 
.brain. 

But tlic.se effects are almost as 
short-lived as tlie hours the sub- 
jects lose -at night. Sack's fin- 
dings, however, provide evidence 
for a possible treatment for 
depression based solely on sleep, 
or more precisely, a lack of It. 

These ongoing studies are 
leading to new information about 
depression and It's relationship to 
the body's natural rhythms — 
called circadian rhythms — which 
are Intimately Involved In sleep- 
wake cycles. Sack and Dr. 
Thomas Wehr, chief of the 


psychobiology branch of the 
NIMH, have observed "striking 
regularity" in the cyclical nature 
of depre5«lon, and say that It Is 
related to disturbances in sleep 
patterns. 

If they arc right that the iKXly’s 
clockllkc mechanisms work 
logcUier in sleep and depression, 
then altering one would directly 
affect the oUier, right? It Is on 
this premise th:U the work of 
Sack and his colleagues re.sls. 

Researchers suspect that there 
arc two .separate biological 
docks, or pacemakers; one con- 
troUlng wakefulness and activity 
and the other, hormone secre- 
tions and the part of sleep In 
which dreaming occurs. The 
pacemaker that controls 
wakefulness is thought to bo out 
of kilter In depre.ssed patients. 

When deprcs.scd patients are 
deprived of sleep, the biological 
clocks are apparently aligned 
again and the symptoms of 
depression — loss of energy, 
diminished interest, impaired 
concentration, slowed motor ac- 
tivity and feelings of 
hopelessness, apathy and sadness 
— appear lifted.

LAS VEGAS. Nev. (AP) - There 
wasn’t much business last fall at the 
popular Shamrock Brothel in' 
LaUirop Wells, Fears of contracting 
the dreaded AIDS disease kept most 
customers away. 

For the dozen or so pcpstltutcs 
working at the Shamrock, the mon- 
ths before Christmas were a period . 
of despair. The ladies who depended 
solcy on their day-toKiay earnings 
were broke. 

"It was terrible," recalled tlie 
brothel’s madam, who Identifies 
herself only as Miss Lyndsey. "I’he 
girls who rely on their dally pro- 
spects had it pretty bud.” 

But lately, bu.sine.ss has rebounded 
at the brothel, which sliares state 
Highway 95 with two gas stations 
almul 90 mllas northwest of Las 
Vegas. Customer confidence has 
returned, at lea.st at the Shamrock, 
and no one has yet reported contrac- 
“tlngATDS”arUie‘e.sfaliirsh‘’mchtrsaid" 
Mi.ss l^ynd-scy. 

"Wc are medically approved, 
stam[)cd and scaled,” she said. 

Beginning this month, pro.stltutes 
working at all of Nevada’s 3f> legal 
brothels mast submit to monthly 
blood tests for the AIDS antibody — 
in addition lo the already man- 
ilaluiy’syphillis checks. 

Prostitutes at all but one of the 
brothels have already been undergo- 
ing vokintarj' tests for .several mon- 
Uis. So far none have been found lo 
Iw carrying the AIDS virus. 

’Hie testing, coupled with a cur- 
.soty screening of castomers by the 
women themselves, has most health 
ulliclals in agreement that brothels 
are a safer place to buy sex Uian on 
the streets of Las Vegas or Reno.

But In some 
women, surgery triggers a hormonal 
response that forces the body to re- 
talrt water, That, combined with the 
extra intravenous fluid, dilutes the 
sodium in the blood and throws the 
body’s chemistry out of balance, 

, Routine Intravenous use of a salt 
solution after surgery would prevent 
the condition.

NEW YORK - 'nvo years ago, 
Margaret Heckler, then secretary of 
Healtli and Human Services, said at 
a mucb-ballyhoocd press conference 
that an anll-AlDS vaccine would. 
sl)e hoped, be ready for testing by 
19K6 and that “yet another terrible 
disease is about lo yield to patience, 
persistence andoutriglil genius.” 

Last year, Dr. Robert Gallo, who 
leads basic research in AIDS at the 
National Cancer Institute, said be- 
thought scientists would have a 
trealmenl for AIDS by I'JJJfi. 

The year Is half over,- and it Is 
already clear that neither Hcckler'.s 
nor Gallo’s predictions will prove 
correct. In fact. Gallo now says 
anyone would be “foolhardy” lo 
forecast when doctors will have 
medical weajwns lo combat the 
dread viral disease, acquired im- 
mune deficiency syndrome. 

Five years after AIDS was first 
dlagnos^, there is no vaccine to 
prevent It, no drug lo cure it, no way 
to restore the full function of Uie 
victim's ravaged Immune system. 

Scientists have isolated Uic virus 
Uint causes Uic IcUial disease and 
devised a blood lest to Identify its 
carriers. Hundreds are now working 
to find agents lo treat and prevent 
It. But opinions vary widely about if. 
and when, a clinical brcuktbrougli 
may come. 

"In my view, it is foolhardy to 
make any prediction about the 
future treatment or prevention of 
this disease," said Gallo, cu- 
dlscoverer of the viras Uiat cau.se.s 
the disease, “But 1 would lean u lit- 
Uc more toward the optimistic side.

- somcUiing.ta vaccine) in two years. 
Tlial may l>e oplimislic: it may not 
be.” 

On Uie other hand. Dr. .lames B. 
Wyngaarden, director of the Na-- 


lional Inslllules of Health, said only 
last month: "1 share the pessimism 
that it (a treatment or vaccine) wUl 
lx.’ ready in a year or two. It might 
be ten years. But it won’t be ten 
years wi'Uioul progress.” 

As long as no therapy is available, 
some say the government should try 
to contain the disease with a major 
public-education campaign. The Idea 
would lx; to persuade carriers of Uie 
virus to avoid "unsafe" sex (one of 
the ways the disease Is transmit- 
'ted). It would mean mobilizing-n- 
vasl public-heallh-service force lo 
trace not only infected people but 
their contacts and then counsel 
them lo limit their sexual activity. 

In Australia, where such a cam- 
paign was recently mounted. Dr. 
Julian Gold, director of the Sydney 
AIDS Center, said that public health 
service officers arc counseling pa- 
tients, and that many people, when 
told they were Infected, reported 
that they had stopped promiscuous 
sex. 

But New 'I'ork Mayor Edward 
Koch, resixmding lo the suggestion 
that the city start an education 
campaign, said. "After tracing the 
|)Crson, what do you tell him? 'For 
the good of society and (or your own 
good, don't have .sex any more.' You 
think that'.s going lo happen?
